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MINUTES OF FEBRUARY 25, 2010, COMMISSION MEETING 

The Commission approved the Minutes of the February 25, 2010, Commission 1

ADMINISTRATIVE MATTERS 

Report of Executive Secretary 3 

The Executive Secretary reported that former Commissioner Christine Byrd 4 

has been appointed to the Los Angeles County Superior Court. 5 

Meeting Schedule 6 

The Commission considered Memorandum 2010-11, relating to the 7 

Commission’s 2010 meeting schedule.  8 

The Commission changed the date of the October 2010 meeting. The meeting 9 

will be held on October 14, 2010, in Sacramento. 10 

New Topics and Priorities 11 

The Commission considered Memorandum 2010-12 discussing a background 12 

study that is being prepared by former Executive Secretary Nathaniel Sterling. 13 

The study will examine creditor claims and family protections with respect to 14 

assets transferred on death outside of probate. 15 

The Commission will commence work on that topic as soon as the 16 

background study is received. The first step in the study will be to approve the 17 

background study for public distribution, in order to solicit public comment on 18 

the topic. 19 
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The Commission expressed its appreciation to Mr. Sterling for his volunteer 1 

efforts in preparing this important background study. 2 

LEGISLATIVE PROGRAM 

The Commission considered Memorandum 2010-13 and its First Supplement, 3 

Memorandum 2010-14, and Memorandum 2010-15, reporting on the 4 

Commission’s 2010 legislative program. The Commission made the following 5 

decisions in connection with that topic: 6 

SB 1080 and SB 1115 (Committee on Public Safety) — Deadly Weapons 7 

As discussed at pages 2-3 of the First Supplement to Memorandum 2010-13, 8 

the Comment to Business and Professions Code Section 7574.14 should be 9 

revised as follows: 10 

Comment. Subdivision (j) of Section 7574.14 is amended to 
make a technical revision. 

Subdivision (k) of Section 7574.14 is amended to reflect 
nonsubstantive reorganization of the statutes governing control of 
deadly weapons. 

Similarly, the Comment to Fish and Game Code Section 10500 should be revised 11 

as follows: 12 

Comment. Subdivision (b) of Section 10500 is amended to 
reflect nonsubstantive reorganization of the statutes governing 
control of deadly weapons. 

Subdivision (g) is amended to make a technical revision. 

In addition, the Comment to Penal Code Section 833.5 should be revised as 13 

follows: 14 

Comment. Subdivision (e) of Section 833.5 is amended to reflect 
nonsubstantive reorganization of the statutes governing control of 
deadly weapons. That subdivision is also amended to make a 
technical revision. 

SB 105 (Harman) — Donative Transfer Restrictions 15 

The Commission authorized the staff to suggest a minor refinement of SB 105 16 

to Senator Harman: the counseling required when an independent attorney 17 

prepares a certificate of independent review should take place out of the 18 

presence of the transferor’s beneficiaries and non-beneficiary heirs. See 19 

Memorandum 2010-14, pp. 5-6. 20 
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STUDY G-200 — CHARTER SCHOOLS AND THE GOVERNMENT CLAIMS ACT 1 

The Commission considered Memorandum 2010-16, discussing the claims 2 

presentation requirements of the Government Claims Act, and Memorandum 3 

2010-17, discussing the statutory treatment of quasi-public entities. No 4 

Commission action was required or taken. 5 

STUDY J-1451 — TRIAL COURT RESTRUCTURING: RIGHTS AND RESPONSIBILITIES OF 6 

THE COUNTY AS COMPARED TO THE SUPERIOR COURT 7 

The Commission considered Memorandum 2010-19, discussing further work 8 

relating to the rights and responsibilities of the county as compared to the 9 

superior court.  10 

The Commission approved all of the revisions recommended by the staff for 11 

inclusion in a tentative recommendation. No revisions to Family Code Section 12 

1838 or 3181 were recommended by the staff or approved by the Commission. 13 

The Commission is specially seeking comment on those sections, before 14 

determining how to handle them. 15 

STUDY J-1452 — TRIAL COURT RESTRUCTURING: WRIT JURISDICTION 16 

 IN A SMALL CLAIMS CASE 17 

The Commission considered Memorandum 2010-18, relating to writ 18
